In our locality 
very few dahlias are dug before the middle 
of Nov., and this year (1955), the first in 
our history, we had a hard freeze from the 
llth till the 18th with temperatures only 
a few points above zero. We lost about 80% of our stock 
including several good seedlings we were to introduce 
in 1957. Along with these we lost several belonging 
to other Growers that were sent to us for trial. 


Of necessity the offers herein are limited and early 
orders will have a preference. To our many customers 
who placed orders in the field, with a deposit paid, rest 
assured we will do our best to satisfy you.
